Taft Stands Pat On Revis- 


ion-Silks And Woolen 


Goods Determind

' Washington, July 17.—Five sched- 
ules—iron ore, coal, hides, oil and 
lumber—upon which the president 
stands for radical reductions—are all 
that stand in the way of an early 
completion of its labors by the con- 
ference committee. The members of 
the committee show their resentment 
of President Taft's interference by 
facetiously referring to these proposi- 
tions as "the national issues." 


The rates on silks and woolen 


goods were determined, the senate 
•winning on both of these subjects. 
On silks there will be a considerable 
advance over existing duties and on 
woolens there is to be no change 
from the present law except in re- 
gard to wool tops, which are to be 
given a new classification. 
The sen- 


ate provision re-enacted the Dingley 
rates ~of the whole woolen schedule, 
while the house provided for material 
reduction, especially m the interest 
of the_ carded wool industry. 


-The acceptance of the senate silk 


schedule provides specific duties In- 
stead of the existing ad valorem 
rates. The duty on cheap grades of 
silk has been reduced, but an in- 
crease was made on the most costly 
silks, velvets, chenilles and chiffons 
High grade silks were classed by the 
senate as luxuries, and it is esti 
mated that the new rates will yield 
more than $3.000.000 above the reve- 
nues from importations of silks un 
der the Dingley law. 


Another important schedule dis 


posed of was wines, spirits and 
liquors. 
The senate 
treated this 


schedule as belonging to the class of 
luxuries, 
and 
made an 
increase 


amounting to about 15 per cent on 
most of the articles under tne head 
of spirits.

Taft 
Says He Considers Platform 


Pledge a Personal Promise. 


"Washington, July 17.—In a state- 


ment given out at the White House 
all doubt as to where President Taft 
stands with regard to the downward 
revision of the tariff was swept away. 
The statement sets forth in detail 
what the president had to say to 23 
Republican members of congress who 
called to protest against puttins raw 
materials on the free list. 


The president in this statement de- 


clared that the Republican party is 
committed to a downward revision; 
that he has never had any other idea 
of the Chicago platform, and that he 
personally has promised a downward 
revision lo the people. 


This statement is interpreted in 


come quarters here as a direct noti- 
fication to the conferees on the tariff 
bill that if the measure they finally 
agree upon does not constitute a ma- 
terial reduction in specific duties, the 
president will exercise his power of 
veto. 


Defines His Attitude. 


Dictated in the third person, the 


statement concludes with this final 
•word of the president's attitude as 
outlined to his callers. 


He felt strongly the call of the 


country for a downward revision 
•within the limits of the protective 
principle, and he hoped to be able to 
respond to that call as he heard it, as 
•well in the interests of the party as 
the country. 


The president's statement created 


a decided sensation among senators 
and representatives who becime ac- 
quainted with its contents. 
The 


statement was shown to Senator Al- 
drich. He made no direct comment 
•upon it, but said that the conferees 
had decided to let Mr. Taft detl with 
schedules upon which they could not 
agree, it being up to the president to 
secure the votes necessary to pass 
the measure in the form in vblcn it 
would be reported out of conference. 
Speaker Cannon declared that the 
statement contained nothing to which 
any man could object.

Xew York. July 17.—Attention of 


motorboat enthusiasts throughout the 
country is centered on the dozen 
cruising motorboats which started on 
the annual event from Xew York to 
Marblohead, Mass., today. 


The course from the Crescent Ath-

prices whill have their influence and 
the future may give us a plan where- 
by many of those who are able and 
willing may take up the work most 
suited to them- 


In a Kansas City newspaper there 


is an advertisement for 200 harvest 
bands at S2-50 to $3.00 
ner day. 


There must be something wrong with 
the farms or the people when they 
have such great difficulty annually 
to get men to perform the needed 
work. 


Wheat 


The local mills have advanced the 


price of new wheat to $1.10. 
The 


first new wheat arrived in the Cosh- 
octon market this year July the 16tb. 


This week the sentiment in regard 


to selling or keeping wheat is chang- 
ing somewhat. 
Many who were in- 


clined to bold last week are now ex- 
pressing a desire to sell as soon as 
they have threshed- 


One thing particularly 
noticeable 


this year is that there is very little 
wheat being exported- 
Our English 


cousins are apparently waiting for 
lower prices. 
Some people believe 


that the foreign markets have the 
power to either reduce or advance 
the :»rice of our wheat. This would 
indicate that we are a very help- 
less people. 
But if we do not export 


there is a certainty we will have 
more than enough for ourselves and 
this would surely lower the price. 
However, after our last 
years ex- 


perience we have all learned that 
there is little assurance in anything. 


The foreigners bought our wheal 


this year at the highest price and 
they may do it again. 


One gentleman stated in a joking 


v:as today that he had to rent 
his 


neighbor's farm 
to find room 
to 


stack h>s wheat as he had such a 
large crop. 


From the Kansas City Star we get 


the following: "Here is the situation 
in various localities in Kansas and 
Missouri. 
The corn is shooting up 


so fast and rank that the farmers 
will not be able to get into it to 
"lay it by"' unless that is done vrith- 
in the next few days. 
At the same 


t'me the wheat is so ripe that it is 
certain to "shatter" unless it is cut 
immediately. 
In such circumstances 


what is to be done—save the wheat 
and neglect the corn, or work the 
corn and lose the 
wheaf?
